1* Forwarded herewith is AEDOGMA-1' a write-up (in the German 
language) of the history of his current illness, symptoms of which 
began in Paris on 9 March I960* AEDOOMA-1 asked that a copy of the 
report be sent to attention* 

2. After AEDOGMA-1 failed to phone in, following his arrival 
in Munich on 9 April, the undersigned phoned him on 13 April, met 
him at his apartnent the same evening, and learned that the phone 
company, in restoring his phone service, fixed the phone. so that 
he could receive phone calls, but could not dial any number* (For 
security reasons, ordinarily AEDOGMA-1 phones in from a phone booth*) 

3* AEDOGMA-1 will be visited by Dr* KOEPKE on lit April and 
henceforth will be under KOEPKE 1 s care* AEDOGMA-1 has lost very much 
weight and strength* He has begun to walk a little, but his lege are 
weak and show signs of pain* 


U. Since four or five doctors have been unable to diagnose the 
illness, we take the liberty of mentioning the following which seems 
to have some parallel with AEDOGMA-1' a malady* Paragraph two of 
reference B describes a debriefing of C- ZD an RIS agent who' d 
been doubled* The RIS case officer indicated they were interested 
in conducting a terror campaign and the technique employed would be 
the following t the agent was to rub an unidentified substance on 
chairs used by targets* This would be absorbed and cause lengthy, 
severe though not fatal illness* The operation was not carried through* 


5* AEDOGMA-1 volunteered to give ua for purposes of analysis the 
trousers which he wore during the period the blisters broke. The 
trousers are forwarded herewith as Attachment B, It i3 requested 
that MKTOPAZ analyze the trousers and forward results to the addressees*

A* AKDOGMA-l vaa anminad ty Dr. ton KOKPKB, of the Munich 
neurological clinic, mmk Md-tfMMNMb Initially on lit April 1*60 
and diagnosed tha ease as follaarsi 

KCTBealri thie was tha first time he'd ever aaan a eai m 
alallar to ASXXMA-l'a but, on the basis of other eases, he said 
that the case could be an inflammation of nerve endings indmoed bjr 
oonteet poisoning. Re added that he did not eliminate the possibility 
that poison could hare been taken orally, but felt that contact polsoo- 
lng was more likely. KOEPKE also did not eliminate the poeeiblllty 
that AEDOOKA-l*s disease was Herpes ( Semen word). 

B. Dr 9 fan 0GST2, a dermatolorist at the Dermatology Clinic, Munich, 
arrma Inert AEDOCMA-1 circa 10 April I960* Hie dlarnosla Is the ssme as 
KOEPKE' a, is*, lnflaiatlon of nerve endings probably Induced ty contact 
poisoning* He eliminated the possibility that the poison was taken orally* 

C* In addition to the trousers, etc*, forwarded for HETOPAZ enalyaie 
in a guise sample, removed from the refining lea ion on AEDGCKA-l's body 
on 18 April I960, containing samples of the liquid which has been seeping 
from the lesion*

S* On 9 March, had lunch with three m&igrea in Paris (two of vhome 
were only Ukrainian emigres in Parle not taken to Corsica during Khrushchev's 
visit in Parle, nor were they forced to report daily to police)* One of the 
emigres, who surprisingly wore new clothing that day, sat st AKDOGHA-l's left 
side* fliers was an occasion whan the emigre, while eating a nail fish, had 
ft fish slip from fingers and he placed hla right hand on AJEXmMOL'a left 
thigh, picked up the fish with hie left hand. 


f* On 29 February (AEDOOHA-l's illna as started on 9 March), Tamara 
HKYTSTUK was to have net A-l at a time pod place pre-echeduled. A-l showed 
up at 1200 hours and left at 1215 when she did not show up* A-l vent to 
restaurant a out one olock from the FtV place (there were a dozen restaurants 
In tha vicinity). Ae ha was just finishing his meal, TR appeared in the 
reetaurant and sAld She was Just happened to eelect this particular one.
